                                               MEETING HELD ON JUNE 29, 2004 

The Board of Supervisors of Sioux County, Iowa, met pursuant to adjournment at 9:30 o�clock 

a.m. with Chairman Mark Sybesma presiding.  Members present were Loren Bouma, Vernon 

Beernink, Mark Sybesma, Bernard L. Smith and Stanley L. De Haan. 

Minutes of June 15, 2004 were submitted and on motion and vote stand approved as submitted. 

Committee reports were given this date. 

Melissa O�Rourke, County Attorney, met with the Board this date to report on the contents of 

the Troy Peterson, Plaintiff vs. Sioux County, Iowa, Defendant, lawsuit filed in the Iowa District Court 

in Sioux County.  She also reported on the contents of the Sioux Center Community Hospital on 

behalf of Franken Manor/Crown Point Independent and Assisted Living, Plaintiff vs. Sioux County 

Board of Review, Defendant, lawsuit filed in the Iowa District Court in Sioux County. 

Ross Simmelink, County Assessor, met with the Board this date to report that fees for private 

attorneys defending assessment lawsuits are paid out of the County Assessor�s budget.

David Honkomp, Manager of the Northwest Iowa Landfill, met with the Board this date to 

discuss the contents of a resolution approving the �Local Government Guarantee� financial assurance 

mechanism for the Northwest IA Solid Waste Agency owned and operated by the Northwest IA Solid 

Waste Agency.  He also requested approval and a Chairman�s signature on a resolution and a County 



Auditor�s signature on a letter from the chief financial officer to meet the financial test criteria for 

potential closure and post closure costs pertaining to the Northwest Iowa Landfill. 

Motion by Bouma and supported by Beernink to approve and authorize the Chairman to sign 

the following Northwest IA Solid Waste Agency Resolution: 

    RESOLUTION NO. 2004-16 

SIOUX COUNTY APPROVING THE �LOCAL GOVERNMENT GUARANTEE� 
FINANCIAL ASSURANCE MECHANSIM FOR THE NORTHWEST IA SOLID WASTE 
AGENCY OWNED AND OPERATED BY NORTHWEST IA SOLID WASTE AGENCY 
 
THE PURPOSE of this resolution is to approve the �Local Government Guarantee� as the financial 
assurance mechanism for the Northwest IA Solid Waste Agency. 
 
WHEREAS, Section 455B.306 of the Code of Iowa requires financial assurance instruments for all 
sanitary disposal projects; and 
 
WHEREAS, the Iowa Department of Natural Resources has adopted Chapter 567-111 of the Iowa 
Administrative Code, promulgating rules for financial assurance instruments; and  
 
WHEREAS, Chapter 567-111.6 provides for the �Local Government Guarantee� mechanism to be an 
acceptable financial assurance instrument; and 
 
WHEREAS, Sioux County agrees that if the Northwest IA Solid Waste Agency fails to perform 
closure or post closure care in accordance with the appropriate plan or permit whenever required to do 
so or fails to obtain alternate financial assurance within 90 days of intent to cancel, Sioux County will 
perform or pay a third party to perform closure and/or post closure care or establish a standby trust 
fund in the name of the Northwest IA Solid Waste Agency or obtain alternate financial assurance; and 
    
WHEREAS, Sioux County meets the requirements of the Iowa Administrative Code 567-111.6(8), 
 
IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED BY THE SIOUX COUNTY BOARD OF SUPERVISORS AND 
THE NORTHWEST IA SOLID WASTE AGENCY that it is in the best interests of the Northwest 
IA Solid Waste Agency that financial assurance for closure and post closure care, as is required by 
Chapter 111 of the Iowa Administrative Code be met through a �Local Government Guarantee� made 
by Sioux County in conformance with Chapter 567-111.6(8) of the Iowa Administrative Code. 
 
This guarantee will remain in force unless Sioux County sends notice of cancellation by certified mail 
to the Northwest IA Solid Waste Agency and to the Department of Natural Resources.  Cancellation 
may not occur, however, during 120 days beginning on the date of receipt of the notice of cancellation 
by Department as evidenced by the return of receipt.

 As this was the date and 10:00 o�clock a.m. the time set for hearing on an Iowa Department of 

Natural Resources Construction Permit Application for an expansion of an existing dairy to add a 

fourth free stall barn and additional unformed manure storage structure submitted by Stoutjesdyk 

Dairy, LLC of Maurice and located in the West ½ of the NE1/4 of Section 10 in Sherman Township, 

said hearing was held according to law. 

Mark Dunlop, County Emergency Management Services Director and Zoning Administrator; 

and Jim Stoutjesdyk and Darcy Stoutjesdyk of Maurice met with the Board this date to review the 

contents of the aforementioned Iowa Department of Natural Resources Construction Permit 

Application.  He stated that the matrix score was 445. 

Eric Walhof, representative for Northwestern State Bank, was present for said hearing. 

 Mark Dunlop, County Emergency Management Services Director and Zoning Administrator, 

stated that he received no written or oral objections.

Agreement with Community Health Partners to provide health services to the residents of Sioux 

County.

Motion by Smith and supported by De Haan to approve and authorize the Chairman to sign a 

contract award with the Iowa Department of Public Health in an amount of $6,712.00 to provide 

substance abuse prevention and related services to include only education, prevention, referral or post-

treatment services for fiscal year 2005.

Motion by Beernink and supported by Bouma to approve and authorize the Chairman to sign 

four contracts with the Iowa Department of Public Health pertaining to the Northwest Iowa 

Community Empowerment Board and Healthy Families Program.

Motion by Beernink and supported by De Haan to approve and authorize the Chairman to sign 

two contract amendments with the Iowa Department of Public Health for family wrap around services 

in the amounts of $655.00 and $500.00, respectively.  Carried, unanimous in favor.

Construction Company was awarded the contract in an amount of $272,135.95 for Bridge 

Replacement Project Number BRS-C084(111)--60-84.
